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Man hurt 
after shots 
fired in 
Dartmouth 

Police say several 
gunshots rang through a 
Dartmouth neighbour¬ 
hood last night, with a 
male victim being taken 
to hospital with a bullet 
wound to his buttocks. 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Sgt. Greg 
Robertson said they were 
called to the 0 to 100 
block of Collins Gove 
Road around 9 p.m. after 
residents heard six 
gunshots then saw a vehi¬ 
cle fleeing the scene. 

Witnesses told investi¬ 
gators a man was being 
chased and running 
through the backyards of 
homes in Regal Road pri¬ 
or to the shooting. 

“It’s definitely concern¬ 
ing given the proximity 
of the houses there,” 
Robertson said. “It 
certainly wasn’t that late 
at night.” 

He said when officers 
arrived on scene, they 
found the victim and near 
him, a handgun and “a 
quantity of illegal 
narcotics.” 

The victim was taken 
to hospital with non-life- 
threatening injuries. He is 
expected to face charges 
for weapons-related 
offences and for 
possession of narcotics 
for the purpose of 
trafficking.

Crash kills pilot despite 
neighbours’ rescue efforts 

O Victim fixture in community, friends say O Transportation Safety Board, 
Environment Department notified of fluids from wreckage leaking into water

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Neighbours jumped into 
the water to rescue a friend 
just after his ultralight air¬ 
craft crashed into a pond 
following takeoff yesterday 
afternoon. 

Halifax RCMP 

spokesman Cpl. Scott 
MacRae said the man took 
off at about 1:45 p.m. from 
his property and was in the 
air for only a short time be¬ 
fore crashing into the pond 
between Carroll’s Corner 


and Dutch Settlement. 

MacRae said the 60-year- 
old victim was “in and out 
of consciousness” as he was 
rushed by ambulance to 
hospital in Halifax, where 
he died. 

Police haven’t released 
the victim’s name, but 
Metro has learned it is John 
George. 

“It appeared he had 
some difficulty,” MacRae 
said. “Whether it was me¬ 
chanical or human we 
don’t know, but it arced 
down sharply and ended up 
crashing in this pond.” 


MacRae said the pilot 
was submerged for a 
minute or two and was 
pulled from the water by 
people who witnessed the 
crash. 

Michael Jodrey said yes¬ 
terday was pretty much a 
normal day until he was 
about to depart from his 
driveway. The daughter of 
the victim was yelling as 
she ran into his yard. 

“His daughter came in 
the yard hollering that her 
father crashed. She said he 
was in the pond,” Jodrey 
said. 


The pond is on Jodrey’s 
property, about 20 kilome¬ 
tres north east of Enfield. 
Neighbours and George’s 
family witnessed the crash. 

“When I ran down, my 
neighbour was out in the 
water getting John out of 
the plane,” Jodrey said. 

Jodrey said George was 
breathing when they man¬ 
aged to pull him out of the 
water. He said at that point 
he heard sirens, so he ran 
to the road to direct the 
emergency vehicles.

ePassports

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Conjoined twins 
get separate lives 

O British surgeons beat the odds in risky operation 
011-month-old Sudanese girls may soon return home 


A pair of Sudanese twins 
born with the tops of their 
heads stuck together have 
been separated in a rare 
and risky series of opera¬ 
tions at a British children’s 
hospital, officials said yes¬ 
terday. 

Facing the World, a 
charity that helps disfig¬ 
ured children, said it had 
helped fund the four-stage 
operation to split 
11-month-old Rital 

Gaboura from her sister, 
Ritag. Twins born joined at 
the head are known as 
craniopagus twins and 
they occur in about one in 
2.5 million births. Splitting 
them can be dangerous, es¬ 
pecially if — as in this case 
— there’s significant blood

flow between their brains. 

“Incidences of surviving 
twins with this condition 
is extremely rare,” lead 
surgeon David Dunaway 
said in a statement re¬ 
leased by the charity. “The 
task presented innumer¬ 
able challenges and we 
were all veiy aware of our 
responsibilities to the fam¬ 


ily and these two little 
girls.” 

Facing the World said 
that separation took place 
in stages at London’s Great 
Ormond Street Hospital, 
with two operations in 
May, the insertion of tissue 
expanders in July and the 
final separation on Aug. 
15. 

“Within days, the twins 
were back on the general 
ward interacting and play¬ 
ing as before,” the charity 
said. Its executive co-ordi¬ 
nator, Sarah Driver-Jowitt, 
predicted that the girls’ 
parents — who haven’t 
been named — may soon 
return home “with two 
healthy, separate girls.”

Greek 
crisis may 
spill over

UBS head 
says he 
won’t 
resign 

Oswald Gruebel, the chief 
executive of UBS, has dis¬ 
missed calls for his resigna¬ 
tion as politically 
motivated, even as the 
Swiss banking giant raised 
its estimated loss by a rogue 
trader to $2.3 billion US. 

UBS AG had previously 
put the loss at $2 billion 
when news of the scandal 
first broke last Thursday. 

In a bid to reassure in¬ 
vestors, the Zurich-based 
bank said yesterday it has 
“now covered the risk re¬ 
sulting from the unautho¬ 
rized trading” and its 
equities business “is again 
operating normally within 
its previously defined risk 
limits.” 

UBS also confirmed for 
that the trader, 31-year-old 
Kweku Adoboli, was already 
under investigation by the 
bank when he revealed his 
actions to authorities last 
Wednesday. 

Adoboli remains in cus¬ 
tody in London, charged Fri¬ 
day with acts of fraud and 
false accounting dating 
back to 2008.

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SILENCE WONT 
HELP US LEARN 
FROM MISTAKE 

U R BA N Friday’s much-hyped Fifth Es¬ 

tate documentaiy on the 

CO M PA S S crash of Swissair Flight 111 

generated much arcing and 
sparking about its cause but, 
in the end, no incendiary de¬ 
vice, no hard evidence the tragic 1998 ac¬ 
cident off Nova Scotia was anything but. 

That said, the story raised questions 
that deserve better than read-the-report, 
cone-of-silence non-responses from the 
RCMP and the Transportation Safety 
Board. 

The documentary focused on concerns — not specific 
allegations — by retired RCMP investigator Tom Juby. 

Juby claims his bosses shut down inquiries into what 
he believed were too-high-to-be-explained levels of mag¬ 
nesium in the plane’s cockpit area. He thought the mag¬ 
nesium suggested the crash 
could have been caused by 
an incendiary device. He 
wanted to pursue that as a 
possible criminal investiga¬ 
tion into the murders of the 
229 passengers and crew. 

Although I never 
interviewed him, I have no 
doubt Juby is a dedicated 
professional who believes 
what he says. 

But I also believe Larry 
Vance — the deputy chief 
TSB investigator who spent 
even more years investigat¬ 
ing the crash, and whom I 
did interview extensively 
while researching a book 
about the tragedy — is 
equally dedicated, equally 
professional. 

Vance and the TSB ultimately dismissed Juby’s 
concerns. They claim the heightened magnesium levels 
resulted from prolonged exposure to salt water, and be¬ 
lieve an incendiary device would have caused far more 
damage to the cockpit. 

“It would be like aiming a blow-torch at your head and 
burning only one hair,” Vance told The Canadian Press. 

Which leaves us with ... an interesting professional 
disagreement among professional investigators, goosed 
by tantalizing, made-for-TV tidbits about missing 
diamonds and the post-9-11-freighted presence of Arab 
royalty among the plane’s passengers. 

Swiss television, which helped finance the CBC docu¬ 
mentary, was so unpersuaded by its conclusions it 
refused to air it. 

“It’s not our task to spread speculation,” the network’s 
chief editor says. 

My own issue is not with Juby’s clearly heartfelt com¬ 
plaints or even with the CBC’s decision to broadcast a 
documentary filled with so much might-have-could-have- 
possibly speculation. 

My concern is with the RCMP and the TSB, whose re¬ 
fusal to publicly respond to Juby’s allegations can only 
feed more sinister interpretations and add to the doubt 
and pain of those who lost loved ones in the crash. 

Doesn’t anyone ever learn?

A Japanese teenager expressed her 
gratitude yesterday after a U.S. sailor 
in Hawaii found a bottle she had 
tossed into the sea off Japan’s 
southern coast as a child. 

Said Arilcawa, 17, said she had 
almost forgotten about the bottle and 
initially couldn’t believe it was found 
after five years.

There are few actors that 
can upstage legendary Os¬ 
car-winning thespian Mor¬ 
gan Freeman. But of 
course that’s exclusively 
including human actors.

or litter vacant lots. He 
turns toolboxes into 
planters, and makes walk¬ 
ways from tumbled, recy¬ 
cled glass.

“It’s the art of using 
what we’ve got,” said 
Levesque, who also oper¬ 
ates what he describes as a 
“thrift store for house 
parts” in San Francisco. 

“I use my garden as a 


test kitchen, trying things 
out to see if they work.” 

Ignore the cookie-cutter 
garden furnishings sold at 
big box stores and nurs¬ 
eries, Levesque said. In¬ 
stead, reclaim building 
materials with recogniz¬ 
ably local origins so you 
can make one-of-a-kind 
statements. 

“What is a flowerpot 
but a hole with a bottom 
and sides? Through reuse, 
a great many things can fit 
that description,” he said. 


Where should you look 
for reclaimable building 
supplies? Salvage yards are 
great spots to start, 
Levesque said. 

“They generally offer 
goods at reasonable prices, 
and often the proceeds go 
to an affiliated non-profit 
endeavour,” he said. 

“This is a quick place to 
find beautiful old win¬ 
dows, doors, racks of sheet 
metal and other useful 
stuff.”
